Real- 
izing that Ann was punishment enough, 
Sheldon withdrew his demand for the 
$ 100 , 000 . 

“Four Little Words", a rip-roaring 
comedy, nearly brought the house down. 
It seemed that Mr. Figit (Steve Dock) 
was about to put his new play into re- 
hearsal and needed only one more actress 
to fill the part of a maid. Now this maid 
had but four little words in the whole 
play: “Your taxicab is waiting.” Ready 
to try out for this part were seven actresses 
and the Bapps, each with a different inter- 
pretation of just how these four little 
words should be spoken. There are a 
Shakespearian actress (Coleen Bean) , a 
small speedster (Sharon Cole), a weeping 
daisy (Adele Davis), an adoring drama- 
tist (Nancy Hancock) , a Southern belle 
(Jane Look) , and an operatic alto (Cheryl 
Douglass) . Mr. Figit’s housekeeper, Mrs. 
Crank (Carol Young) got her grunts and 
groans into the act. The office boy, 
Jimmy Bright (Doug Rosen) managed to 
add his two cents’ worth, too. Mrs. Verna 
Bapp (Linda Lord) was sure that her 
little Oriole (Sylvia Smith) was also just 
right for the part. Gladwyn Bapp, her 
long-suffering husband (A1 Blunt) was 
sure of only one thing — neither of them 
was long for this world. There was, of 
course, one actress who got the part 
(Claudia DeMonte) . The reason — she 
didn’t speak English, and by this time, Mr. 
Figit never wanted to hear English again.

On November 7, 1961, 17 boys ap- 
peared at the Field House with Coach 
Taylor to organize what was hoped to be 
a successful basketball team. Coach Tay- 
lor was very enthusiastic about the possi- 
bilities as were the others who were at 
practice that first day. Although only 
two lettermen were returning from last 
year, P. Hamilton and S. Cummings, there 
were some new possibilities who had come 
to Gould and several hopefuls from the 
J. V. squad of 1960. 

Although through the season the scores 
were usually on the side of our opponents, 
spectators who saw our games noticed a 
big improvement as the season progressed. 
The Maine State Principals' Association 
also noticed our improvement, and because 
of their observation the point system of 
rating basketball teams was brought up 


and criticized. Was it fair to rate low a 
team who had lost all of their games but 
had nearly beaten the number one team in 
a double overtime? 

The 1961 season opened at Fryeburg 
after three weeks of hard practice. Al- 
though the score was in favor of Fryeburg 
by 1 3 points, the boys played an equally 
matched game but were knocked out of the 
winning by a poor percentage of foul 
shots. 

In our next contest, with Oxford Hills, 
Gould was defeated again not by playing 
ability but again by the lack of skill at the 
charity stripe. Paul Hamilton took the 
scoring honors with 19 points while A1 
Ring and Scott Cummings each got 8 
points. The attack for Oxford Hills was 
lead by Fred Lovejoy and Tommy Noyes, 
scoring 1 8 and 1 2 points respectively. 
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Bridgton High School, with Ken Whit- 
ney, a good athlete and a smooth shot, 
played us here at our own court next. 
This was a very exciting game, not so 
much in the first three quarters, but Gould 
came up from behind in the fourth quarter 
to give Bridgton a well played game. Paul 
Hamilton and Alan Ring lead the attack 
with 26 points between them. Although 
Ken Whitney was held down to 19 points, 
he offered the leadership necessary to sup- 
port the weaker members of his team and 
bring them to victory. 

Gould traveled to Jay, Maine, to play 
their last game before Christmas vacation. 
At Jay the team just couldn't seem to get 
itself going. Jim Weston, however, played 
a very nice game with 12 points and much 
enthusiasm to spur his teammates on. 
Gould was overpowered by Henry and 
Jewett, whose fine efforts found them at 
the end of the game with 55 points be- 
tween them to collapse Gould. 

On January 12, 1 962, Gould journeyed 
to Norway, Maine, to play their first game 
of the new year, which also was their 
worst game of the whole season. The five 
just didn’t settle down and McFalls 
breezed to an easy victory, supported by 
Rick Bryant with 21 points and Stimson 
with 19 points. Scoring honors for the 
Huskies went to Paul Hamilton with 14 
points and Em Merrill with 1 1 points. 

Back on our own court we played Frye- 
burg for the second time. Although again 
Fryeburg won by a substantial score, the 
Huskies held their own until the last 
quarter at which time the score was 51-49 
in Fryeburg’s favor. The pressure was 
too much for our five, however, and our 
team fell apart in the last quarter to give 
Fryeburg another victory. Dale St evens 
and Owen Melville distinguished them- 
selves in this game with 15 and 14 points 
respectively. 

At this time in the season Gould seemed 
to be improving noticeably. So at the sec- 
ond Jay-Gould contest, the game was 
much more exciting than the first such 
contest. The final score was 75-62 in 
favor of Jay, but the game was close until 
the very end. Bill Henry, the big gun for 


Jay, who previously got 30 points when 
Gould played Jay, was held to 19 points. 
However, John Tournier had a good night 
and threw in 26 to finish off Gould. For 
the Huskies, Paul Hamilton threw in 22 
points with Owen Melville and Scott 
Cummings getting 13 apiece. 

When the Gould team traveled to South 
Paris for their final game with Oxford 
Hills High School, they were hampered 
with bad luck. Both teams played sloppy 
ball. Scott Cummings was the only one 
on either team who could put the ball 
through the loop with any consistency. 
Even though this game was lost, the team 
did not feel that it was a meaningful game 
because both teams played so poorly. 

Mechanic Falls has been noted in the 
past for its fine record of having a good 
basketball team, and it certainly held up 
this tradition in the 1961-1962 season. 
The Huskies' second encounter with the 
Mechanic Falls’ five was quite different 
from the first. There was no easy victory 
to be had by McFalls as had been the case 
previously. At last the final buzzer 
sounded, Mechanic Falls was in front, but 
they had earned this honor. Scott Cum- 
mings lead the attack on the Falls' five 
with 1 8 points. Rick Bryant for the 
McFalls club had 27 points at game's end 
and was the deciding man in the contest. 

It feels good to win, and Gould finally 
got this feeling when the five encountered 
Saint Patrick’s of Berlin, New Hampshire. 
The Huskies played a tremendous game 
and didn’t look at all like the same team 
which had been losing all season. Scott 
Cummings was high scorer with 33 points 
and followed closely by teammate Paul 
Hamilton with 3 1 points for a total of 
64 points between the two and a highlight 
in the season. 

Mexico High School this year had a 
well playing team, spurred on by Lee 
Stanley with a nice jump shot. When the 
Huskies played Mexico for the first time, 
there were few who thought that it would 
be much of a contest, but it turned out to 
be just that. 

Lee Stanley had 32 points at the end 
of the game, and he was the deciding 
factor in the game. The ball handling 
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was very well balanced on both sides, how- 
ever, and the brand of game Gould played 
was far superior than anybody had seen 
them play previously. It was close all the 
way, but finally Mexico managed to 
squeak by with a one point victory, Gould 
61, Mexico 62. A nice game. 

Gould next traveled to Bridgton, Maine 
for her final contest with Bridgton. 
Bridgton had a weak club but Ken Whit- 
ney was a strong pillar in their offense. 
The game was well played and Gould was 
leading, much of the time. Whitney’s ter- 
rific eye captured him 36 points, however, 
and this proved to be too much for the 
Huskies. The final score was 79-70 in 
favor of Bridgton. Paul Hamilton, Scott 
Cummings and Allan Ring starred for the 
Huskies with 20, 17, and 16 points 

respectively. 

Gould’s last league game of the season 
is one that I am sure will be long remem- 


bered. Mexico was worried about this 
game because of our apparent improvement 
over the first of the season, and they had 
reason to be. The game turned out to be 
very close, and the Pintos beat the Huskies 
only after a double overtime. Stanley 
again starred for Mexico with 27 points 
while A1 Ring, Paul Hamilton and Scott 
Cummings had 19, 18, and 18 points for 
Gould. 

Gould’s last non-league game was also 
a thriller which turned out in favor of 
Gould. The boys had tremendous initia- 
tive to win this game because it was the 
last game of the season. When the final 
buzzer sounded, it ended a not very pros- 
perous season for Gould, but winning is 
not always important. True, the main 
goal is to win, but good sportsmanship 
and a competitive spirit are also very 
important.

In win- 
ning the championship, the Gould team 
compiled a record of eleven wins and one 
loss. 

The Gould team was helped much by 
having nine returning lettermen from the 
previous year. They were: Capt. Don 
Rice, Jeff Hutchins, Ken Bennett, Dick 
York, Dave Salway, Em Merrill, Steve 
Saunders, Owen Melville, Dave Hawkes, 
and mgr. Clarkson Edwards. 

The first day of practice on Alumni 
Field was held on April 19. Two days 
later a five-inning practice game was held 
with Gorham, New Hampshire which 
ended in a tie score of four all. 


Gould salted the Western Maine Con- 
ference title with a comeback 10-7 triumph 
over Bridgton High School. The Huskies 
put together three walks, three hits and a 
pair of miscues for five runs in the seventh 
inning to erase a 7-3 Black Hawk advant- 
age and added two insurance tallies in the 
eighth. Reliever Dick York, who worked 
the last five frames, was credited with the 
victory. 

The end of the season found Jeff 
Hutchins taking hitting honors with an 
average of 408. He was followed by 
Owen Melville 321, Steve Saunders 306, 
Em Merrill 271, and Capt. Don Rice 265. 

Dick York and Charlie Newell turned 
in fine jobs from the mound, York having 
six wins, Newell having four wins with 
Hutchins taking the other win. 
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Graduation took the following letter-

The spring of 1961 found many old 
and new boys out for track. Coaches 
“Joe" Roderick and Mr. Scott set about 
developing a team of great depth: conse- 
quently, the team enjoyed a very fine 
season. 

Despite losing the Androscoggin Valley 
and county meets, the team came back 
strong to win the state meet. 

In Gould’s opening three-way meet 
with Rumford and Mexico, Gould came 
out the victor with 7414 points to 68 14 
for Rumford and 11 % for Mexico. Al- 
though Rumford had seven firsts to six 
for Gould, depth proved to be the winning 
factor for the Huskies. Weston led the 
way with 10 points by getting a first in 
broad jump, a second in the 100, and a 


third in the low hurdles. Moody also 
scored 10 points by sweeping the sprints. 
Les Scattergood won the javelin with a 
record-breaking throw of 160 feet and 6 
inches. He also scored a second in the dis- 
cus and a fourth in the shot. Judkins and 
Grover clenched the victory by finishing 
one-two in the two mile. 

On May 5 Gould easily beat host Farm- 
ington by a score of 88^ to 28 14. Piscat- 
iquis trailed with 2414 points. Lincoln 
was high man with 1 7 points. He scored 
first in the pole vault and broad jump and 
tied for first with Weston in the low 
hurdles. Scattergood placed first in the 
javelin and shot and third in the discus 
for a total of 12 points. Moody scored 
10 points in winning the 100 and 220. 
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In a tri-meet with Cony and Lewiston, 
Gould came out on top with 84 points to 
41 for Cony and 29 for Lewiston. 
Moody scored 1 5 points by winning the 
broad jump, 100 and 200. The victory 
was highlighted by Scattergood's 172 
foot-1 inch throw in the javelin and Jud- 
kins' record time of 10:16 1/5 in the 
two-mile. 

In the Androscoggin Valley Meet Gould 
came out third, trailing Edward Little and 
Morse. Lincoln scored a first in the pole 
vault and Judkins a first for a meet record 
of 10:16 4/5 in the two-mile. Although 
Gould managed only two firsts, the depth 
kept the team in the meet. The 880 re- 
lay, the last event of the day, clinched the 
victory for Edward Little when both 
Morse and Gould were disqualified. 

In the Oxford County Meet on May 
29 at Gould, Rumford scored 61 1/5 


points to 44-K for Gould. It turned out 
to be the worst meet for the Huskies; they 
managed to get only two firsts and a tie 
for another. Moody won the broad jump 
but had to settle for second in the 100 
and 220. Judkins placed first in the two- 
mile and Rutherford tied in the 440 with 
Hoyt of Rumford. 

In the state meet at Bangor, Gould 
came back with a strong win. It was 
Gould’s tenth win out of the nineteen state 
meets held. Placing first were Moody in 
the 100 and 220, Scattergood in the jave- 
lin, and Judkins in the two-mile. The 
performance of the team was outstanding. 
Only two of the boys failed to score. 

The 1962 team, captained by Allan 
Ring, will have to work hard to repeat 
such a strong season.

Ed Tibbetts was Gould's sole winner with 
a first in the two mile. Judkins scored the 
most points by grabbing second place in 
both the mile and the half mile. 

In the county meet at Gould, Gould 
placed second to Rumford. The scores 
were Rumford 77, Gould 56, Oxford 
Hills 22/4, Fryeburg 6/4, and Mexico last 
with 4}4. Judkins and Hamilton both 
won top honors with 10 points apiece. 
Ring got 7 points in this meet. 

Finally the boys journeyed to Bangor 
for the long awaited state meet. Here they 
were to meet their hardest competition. 
Only four boys scored to drop Gould to 
sixth place. Again Gould's ace runnei, 


Fred Judkins, was the team's high scorer 
with 13 points. He won the mile with 
a time of only 6/10 of a second off the 
state record. In the half mile he was 
sprinted out at the finish, losing by only a 
knat's leg. Ed Tibbetts easily took the 
two mile for 8 points. Hamilton got a 
fifth in the javelin and a fourth in the 
discus for a total of three points. Corey 
Brown got a fourth in the 440 for 2 
points. 

Although Gould won only one meet 
this year, many younger boys got good 
experience. Prospects look good for next 
year, and everyone is sure that Coach 
Roderick will build another championship 
team.

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The Girls’ Athletic Association is one 
of the most active organizations at Gould. 
Its purpose is to promote interest in the 
intramural sports program and to empha- 
size sportsmanship, service and school 
spirit.

Every Gould boy looks forward to the 
daily forty-five minute diversion from his 
studies that he gets in “gym”. Directed 
under the watchful eye of “Joe” Roder- 
ick, these physical education classes are 
carefully planned to be part work, part 
play, and all fun. 

The typical class begins with each boy 
running a given number of laps and then 
doing some calisthenics. This work com- 
pleted, the class gathers to learn or practice 
a new physical skill or to engage in friend- 
ly team competition with his classmates. 

In the fall, soccer, touch football, and 
speedball are the prevailing sports. On 
cold or rainy days the classes move indoors 
and play volleyball or fistball. On these 
occasions experienced boys instruct new- 
comers in games such as paddleball. Be- 
fore or during hunting season “Joe” usu- 
ally spends a class or two explaining hunt- 
ing laws and teaching the correct use of 
firearms. Later in the fall he repeats this 
procedure with trapping. 

In the winter a great variety of things 
is learned in the indoor classes. First of 
all “Joe” teaches each boy the funda- 
mentals of using the trampoline. After 
the basketball floor has been laid, number 
basketball, a sport in which everyone gets 
an equal opportunity to participate, pre- 
vails for several weeks. Then “Joe” be- 
gins the tumbling. Starting with easy 
stunts and exercises, he gradually increases 
the difficulty until really spectacular re- 
sults are produced. Juniors and seniors, 
more thoroughly developed than the un- 
derclassmen, are carefully instructed in the 
use of Gould’s gymnastic apparatus. 

“Joe” believes that every boy should 
know something about the art of self-de- 
fense, so during the last few weeks of the 
winter term, he instructs his classes in 
wrestling and boxing. 

To add color to an occasional Friday 
gym class “Joe” has invented a unique 
form of gambling^ which he calls “Double 


or Nothing”. If the boys want to take 
a chance, he will flip a coin to see whether 
the class gets “double”, twice as many ex- 
ercises and laps as usual, or “nothing”, a 
free period. 

The winter term is also the time for 
corrective exercises. If a boy has a minor 
physical weakness or difficulty, “Joe” will 
prescribe a list of exercises for him to do 
to correct it. 

In the spring each class is split into two 
rival teams to compete in softball and in 
track events. Variety comes when “Joe” 
declares that this is the day for cageball. 
This is a rough-and-tumble game with 
practically no rules at all, and everyone 
enjoys its wild excitement. 

“Joe” plans his classes so that everyone 
learns a little about a lot of sports. He 
hopes that each boy will find something 
that interests him greatly and which he 
will pursue more thoroughly after school. 
Joe’s desk is always piled with reading 
matter on all kinds of sports which he en- 
courages interested boys to examine. 

This year Gould boys believed for a 
time that gym class would be radically 
changed. In the fall Gould — spurred by 
President Kennedy’s appeal for better 
physical fitness among America’s youth — 
planned to install a commando course for 
the boys to run each day. Fortunately, in 
the opinion of those most closely involved, 
difficulties prevented its installation. 

Also, there has been much speculation 
about what is to become of the girls’ gym 
classes while the girls’ gym is under con- 
struction. 

In short, “Joe’s” physical education 
program is interesting and efficient. Semi- 
annual strength tests show remarkable re- 
sults. Indeed, Gould graduates are among 
the most physically fit youths in the 
nation.
